A  COMEDY  extraordinaire!  A  Jimmy  (ileason  sjjecialtv !  Such  were  the 
praises  which  “The  Shannons  of  Broadway"  merited.  The  play  was 
presented  by  the  Senior  B  and  A  classes  of  B.  11.  S.p  at  the  High  School 
auditorium.  December  12  and  13. 

The  three-act  comedy  by  James  (ileason  was  laid  in  Sutton,  a  New  England 
town.  The  curtain  o|>ened  on  the  office  of  the  Swanzey  House,  a  typical  country 
hotel.  Around  the  stove  were  ranged  the  town  characters.  Slim  Jones,  the  porter 
of  the  hotel,  portrayed  by  Eben  Talbot,  caused  many  a  laugh.  Pa  Swanzey,  played 
by  Doug  Freeman,  was  owner  of  the  hotel  which  he  had  been  running  at  a  loss 
'nigh  on  to  three  years.  The  drift  of  the  first  act  was  this:  Emma  and  Mickey 
Shannon,  ably  portrayed  by  Constance  Stone  and  Jack  Davis,  were  actors,  whose 
show  had  busted,  and  they  desired  rooms  in  the  Swanzey  House.  Pa  Swanzey  re¬ 
fused  them  lodging,  and  even  the  protests  of  his  wife,  Ma  Swanzey.  otherwise 
Henrietta  Gerstle,  and  Vance  Atkins,  acted  by  Walt  Whitman,  had  no  effect.  How¬ 
ever.  the  Shannons  were  permitted  to  warm  themselves  at  the  stove,  for  the  night 
was  cold,  with  a  heavy  snow  storm  blowing.  Tessie  Sutton,  the  ingenue,  delight¬ 
fully  played  by  I.eilah  Bell,  was  in  love  with  Ernie  Davidson  as  Chuck  Bradford. 
The  feeling  was  mutual,  but  because  of  his  father's  attitude.  Chuck  had  taken  to 
drink.  Eddie  Ryan  took  the  part  of  Charles  Bradford,  Sr.,  the  old  mortgage  holder, 
who  had  a  tax  lien  on  the  ramshackle  hotel.  The  Shannons  were  hungry,  but  be¬ 
cause  of  the  lateness  of  the  hour.  Minerva  Hari>er.  the  head  waitress,  or  female 
traffic  cop,  would  not  allow  them  to  have  supjier.  The  i>art  was  played  by  Mae 
Downie.  Emma  Shannon  had  a  bright  idea,  and  urged  Mickey  to  buy  the  hotel,  for 
she  was  sure  they  could  make  a  go  of  the  venture.  The  Swanzeys  sold  it  for 
$6,000.  Emma  got  around  Thomas  Pooley  as  Newt  Eddy,  the  shyster  lawyer,  and 
he  admitted  that  the  lien  was  a  lot  of  applesauce. 

Complications  arose  in  the  following  acts.  Johnny  I  .piss  and  Jean  Edgar 
were  two  vaudevillians  who  were  unable  to  pay  their  bill,  so  were  taken  in  by 
Emma.  Because  of  the  information  that  a  railroad  juncton  was  to  be  built 
nearby,  Emma,  without  Mickey's  sanction,  bought  up  some  property,  with  Newt 
Eddy’s  help.  She  also  enlisted  Chuck’s  aid.  in  order  to  out-smart  his  father,  so 
that  he  might  get  back  in  Tessie's  graces.  The  project  fell  through,  and  Mickey 
almost  left  Em  in  the  lurch.  Newt  bail  double-crossed  the  Shannons  and  bought 
up  the  options  for  old  man  Bradford,  but  the  Shannons  had  already  sold  the  hotel 
to  Mr.  Loew.  played  by  Dick  Fornoff,  for  $25,000.  To  top  matters  off.  Chuck  had 
bought  up  the  property  in  the  place  where  the  railroad  would  be  built,  thus  making 
the  Shannons  millionaires!  Tessie  and  Chuck  were  reconciled,  Minerva  got  her 
man.

BLOOMFIELD  Opened  the  season  with  a  surprising  victory  over  Textile 
High,  the  1929  New  York  champions.  Following  this,  Belleville  was  de¬ 
feated  by  a  fighting  Bloomfield  team.  The  next  week  South  Side  came 
from  Newark  and  handed  the  local  eleven  a  decisive  defeat.  This  game  was  one  of 
the  two  blots  on  the  record  of  the  Foleymen.  Central  of  Paterson  managed  to  eke 
out  a  victory  over  our  boys  by  the  slim  margin  of  a  single  point.  Then  Bloomfield 
got  a  grip  on  itself  and  upset  Dickinson’s  title  aspirations  by  heating  it  decisively. 
In  the  next  two  games  the  team  ran  roughshod  over  East  Side  of  Newark,  and 
duni|>ed  Irvington,  both  by  lop-sided  scores.  Next  on  the  list  came  Nutley,  who, 
excepting  Montclair,  is  our  biggest  rival.  Both  teams  were  somewhat  handicapped 
bv  the  soupy  field,  but  Bloomfield  avenged  last  year’s  defeat  by  outclassing  Nutley 
by  three  touchdowns. 

On  Thanksgiving  Day,  as  was  expected,  the  Red  and  Grey  defeated  their 
greatest  rivals  at  Montclair  with  Captain  Shang  Schumell  running  wild  and  adding 
many  points  to  his  wonderful  record  and  also  making  surer  his  berth  on  the  All- 
State  team. 

Two  weeks  later,  in  a  post-season  game  for  charity,  we  trounced  the  much- 
touted  team  from  Rutherford.  This  was  a  great  battle  with  a  splendid  duel  be¬ 
tween  the  two  captains,  Sitarsky  of  Rutherford,  and  Shumell  of  Bloomfield.  This 
year  was  a  very  successful  season  for  the  team  with  only  two  defeats  chalked  up 
against  it.

BH.  S.  opened  its  track  season  last  spring  in  an  auspicious  manner.  With 
the  addition  of  Mr.  Walter  F.  Mason,  newly  appointed  track  coach  and 
teacher,  and  with  the  largest  number  of  candidates  reporting  for  practice 
in  many  years,  hopes  for  Bloomfield  on  the  cinder  path  looked  brighter  than  they 
had  ever  ap])eared  since  the  former  days  of  local  track  fame.  Practice  for  the 
meets  was  first  conducted  in  Watsessing  Park,  but  the  scene  of  action  was  later 
changed  to  the  (ilen  Ridge  Athletic  Field.  The  majority  of  the  men  out  for 
various  events  were  those  who  had  been  members  of  last  year’s  squad,  although 
several  new  men  were  developed,  among  them  Doug  Appleyard,  who  performed 
brilliantly  in  the  hurdle  events  in  his  first  season  on  the  timber-topping  squad.  The 
hurdles  also  had  two  other  capable  performers  in  Blaine  Carmen  and  Jack  Cleary, 
both  second  year  track  men.  In  the  sprints  Bloomfield  had  three  flashes  in  Paul 
Lawrence,  Ernie  Davidson,  and  Russ  Fischer.  The  latter  was  a  newcomer  who  also 
performed  well  on  the  court  squad  last  winter,  as  well  as  playing  quarter  on  the 
football  team.  The  middle  distances  were  still  as  strong  as  ever  with  Doug  Free¬ 
man,  Art  and  Johnnie  Eriksen  to  compete,  and  with  the  addition  of  a  promising 
sophomore,  Julius  Garriga.  In  the  field  events  B.  H.  S.  showed  marked  improve¬ 
ment  over  the  previous  season,  when  it  was  handicapped  by  lack  of  numbers.  Xo 
such  problem  came  up  this  season,  however,  for  besides  the  two  veteran  tossers. 
lack  Davis  and  Hal  Pierson,  several  newcomers  entered  the  field.  These  in¬ 
cluded  Arnie  Appleyard  and  Ernie  Davidson,  and  together,  these  four  counted  for 
many  points  in  the  weight  events. 

The  jumps,  both  broad  and  high,  also  had  a  number  of  good  men  in  their 
ranks.  The  high  jump  was  taken  care  of  by  the  Appleyard  boys,  Cleary  and  Fischer, 
Davidson  and  Lawrence  took  care  of  the  broad  jump.  The  pole  vault  was  ably 
taken  care  of  by  Carmen  and  Cleary,  both  veteran  cloud-seekers.
